The Psychological Strategy of Han- 
dling People is the topic to be considered 
at the first monthly meeting of the sea- 
son to be held in the Red Lacquer Room 
of the Palmer House on Monday eve- 
ning, October 6.

SPEAKER 


Dr. Crane is a member of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, the American 
Psychological Association and the Amer- 
ican Association of Applied Psycholo- 
gists. He teaches Sales and Advertising, 
Child Psychology, Social Psychology and 
Vocational Guidance at Northwestern 
University. He is the author of several 
books including his Psychology Applied, 
now a classroom text in over 257 Amer- 
ican universities and one that has been 
translated into practically every foreign 
language including Chinese. He is the 
originator of the column “Test Your 
Horse Sense” which appears daily in the 
Chicago Tribune. His articles are a reg- 
ular feature of one of the proprietary 
dental magazines which is distributed 
throughout the Chicago area. He is mar- 
tied and the father of five youngsters, so 
he is no arm-chair theorist about love, 
marriage and child problems. The com- 
bined circulations of the newspapers 
which have made Dr. Crane available to 
their readers is over six million. 
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Dr. Crane has appeared before dental 
gatherings all over the country. He so 
impressed the members of the Ohio 
State Dental Society at their annual 
meeting in Columbus that some 1,500 
have written to him for advice during 
the past twelve months. He has collected 
a lot of facts, and probably some fal- 
lacies as well, about dentists over the 
period of the years and shoots straight — 
from the shoulder when questioned 
about them. He is the champion of the 
dental assistant and is even now conduct- 
ing a poll seeking to find out the average 
wage and “condition of servitude” of 
these girls who are often the key to the 
dentist’s success, although the dentist 
doesn’t always admit it.

Rockefeller Foundation Review of 1940 Activities 
Shows Greatest Need of Aid in Public Health Field

A review: of the activities of the 
Rockefeller Foundation for 1940 has 
been released recently by Raymond B. 
Fosdick, President of the Foundation. 
Casual reading of this report indicates 
that the interest of the Foundation is 
widely distributed in many countries for 
many different types of educational and 
research work. Last year the appropria- 
tions of the Foundation totaled $9,854,- 
497 and it can be assumed that the 
money was distributed only after serious 
study of the need for the work. It is in- 
teresting to note that the officers of the 
Foundation felt the greatest need for aid 
was in the field of public health. In 
1940 the Rockefeller Foundation helped 
to establish a school of public health in 
Michigan, sponsored a study of the yel- 
low fever mystery in Africa, battled the 
Anopheles gambiae mosquito in Brazil 
and reported progress in developing 
prophylactic treatments for influenza. 
The Foundation also organized a health 
commission which was sent to Europe to 
aid the local government organizations 
to study health problems, sanitations, 
control of epidemics, reestablishment of 
local health services, and the urgent nu- 
trition problems created by the war. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


Appropriations for research in the 
“natural sciences” totaled over $2,200,- 
000. The Foundation has supplied 
funds to construct two of the mightiest 
instruments the world has seen for the 
peaceful exploration of the universe, the 
giant cyclotron to study the inner struc- 
ture of the atom and the mammoth 200” 
telescope which will explore the outer 
edges of the universe. It is conceivable 
that these two instruments may have 
great influence on all forms of human 
endeavor in the future.

The third major group of grants was 
made to support work in the social sci- 
ences, eight primarily in the field of in- 
ternational relations, two in connection 
with study of the amount and distribu- 
tion of the national income, six in public 
administration and others in fields of in- 
dustry, labor and social security. 

Most of the Foundation’s appropria- 
tions during 1940 in the field of medical 
sciences relate to teaching and research 
in’psychiatry, neurology, and psychology. 
Harvard Medical School received four 
separate grants totaling over $250,000 
for work of this nature. No mention of 
dental research per se was noted, but it 
is our understanding that there are some 
Rockefeller fellows studying dental 
problems. It is to be hoped that in the 
future the attention of the Foundation 
can be focused upon research in dental 
problems. 


EFFECTS OF WAR 


Disturbing sidelights of the report 
were the discussions of the effects of the 
war on the activities of the Foundation. 
Their work was greatly curtailed in 
France, Egypt, Rumania, Hungary and 
other foreign countries; all educational 
endeavor in Europe has been disrupted. 
The following quotations from their re- 
port make this disruption quite vivid: 

“In the shadows that are deepening 
over Europe the lights of learning are 
fading one by one. The conception of 
knowledge as an international respon- 
sibility has vanished. The free flow of 
ideas across boundary lines between lab- 
oratories and universities has dried up. 
; In two Czechoslovak universities 
during the winter of 1939 and 1940 
hundreds of students were imprisoned 
and many were shot. Finally the univer- 
sities were closed and most of the student

THE EDITORIAL STAFF 


The activities of the Chicago Dental Society are many and varied. The roster of 
officers and committees published in this issue reveals that there are twenty- 
nine committees and approximately 370 members who have been elected or 
appointed to serve the Society. The function of these committees and the energy 
expended by the committee members will be directed primarily toward the improve- 
ment of public health, the continued development in usefulness and prestige of the 
Chicago Dental Society and the furthering of the welfare of each member of the 
Society. In order to keep the members of the Society adequately informed of what 
is transpiring in all the phases of present dental interest, the Editorial Board believes 
that a staff of contributors should be selected, each particularly interested in a 
certain division of activity and each capable of informing the readers of what is 
being planned and accomplished in that division. A discussion of the contributors 
selected and their assignments follows. 


MONTHLY MEETINGS The monthly meetings are one of our most important activities. 
Formal discussions of the presentations are no longer in style and, as a rule, very 
little impromptu discussion develops from the audience. Critical analyses of the 
talks might clarify certain portions of them and serve as an incentive to secure better 
papers, particularly if the essayists are aware in advance that such a procedure will 
be followed. Dr. James H. Keith, a member of the Editorial Board, has accepted the 
task of writing the announcements and the discussion of the programs of the 
monthly meetings. 


MIDWINTER MEETING Months of careful preparation are spent in building the Mid- 
winter Meeting. The smoothness with which this meeting is invariably conducted 
lends the impression that it develops more or less spontaneously. Actually the officers 
and committees begin work on the meeting shortly after the preceding one is con- 
cluded. Members of the Society, interested in knowing how the plans are developed 
and what the meeting proposes to offer, will obtain advance information through 
the articles written by Dr. Frederick W. Nannestad. He was Chairman of the 
Information Committee for the last Midwinter Meeting and his experience in this 
capacity gives him an understanding of the entire Midwinter Meeting performance. 


COMITTEE ACTIVITIES Many committees function for the Society throughout the 
year. The important plans, decisions and actions of these committees should be 
made known to the members of the Society as they develop. Dr. James D. Mer- 
shimer has been identified with committee activities in the Chicago Dental Society 
for a number of years and has a background which permits him to analyze the 
committee activities and select for publication information which will be of interest 
to our readers. 


DENTAL RELIEF COMISSION The activities of this important commission have been, 
and will continue to be, a source of considerable interest to the Society. The mem- 
bers should be kept well informed of the relief program and its accomplishments. 
Dr. Harold J. Noyes, who has been a member of the Relief Commission and is its 
present Chairman, will supply pertinent information on this subject. 
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LEGISLATION—-STATE AND NATIONAL There is an obvious need for a profession 
well informed on the legislative programs proposed by organized dentistry and by 
the state and national governments. Dr. Harold W. Oppice will discuss these 
developments. He is Chairman of the National Health Program Committee of the 
American Dental Association as well as the Secretary of the Chicago Dental Society 
and is in a position to keep our members abreast of this field. 


MILITARY AND NAVAL PROCEEDINGS Considerable importance will be attached to 
the military and naval programs, at least during the immediate future. These ac- 
tivities will, undoubtedly, affect all members in some manner, and all should be 
interested in this vital activity. Dr. Leo W. Kremer will cover these proceedings. He 
was a Captain in the United States Army Dental Corps Reserve. 


QUOTATIONS AND ABSTRACTS ‘The functions of THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW should 
include a review of current dental literature. Short digests of important technical 
and biologic studies which appear in periodicals that do not come ordinarily to 
the attention of the members of the Society should be published in our magazine 
in a concise and understandable manner. Dr. Maynard K. Hine, who is the Editor 
of the official publication of the American Association of Dental Editors, and con- 


sequently is in contact with practically all of the dental publications, will conduct 
this division. 


_ DENTAL COLLEGES The Chicago Dental Society has the unique position of being 
more or less closely associated with four dental educational institutions where in- 
formation of technical and educational value is being developed continuously. 
Brief accounts of these activities should prove to be interesting and stimulating. 
Information will be received through Dr. William P. Schoen, Jr., representing the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery, Dental School of Loyola University; Dr. John 
M. Spence, University of Illinois, College of Dentistry; Dr. J. R. Schumaker, 
Northwestern University Dental School, and Dr. S. F. Bradel, Zoller Clinic, 
University of Chicago. 


SPECIAL FEATURES ‘The Society is concerned with many problems and projects 
which are not covered by the specific divisions above mentioned. In order to 
assure the coverage of such activities, a special features department has been formed. 
Dr. Waldemar A. Link, a member of the Editorial Board, will conduct this 
department.

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NEWS AND ANNOUNGEMENTS 


ALLEGED VIOLATORS 
OF DENTAL PRACTICE 
ACT ARRESTED 


The following information is con- 
tained in a report of September 4 issued 
by the Chicago Better Business Bureau : 

“Acting upon the request of Emerson 
C. Whitney, supervisor of complaints 
for the Illinois Department of Registra- 
tion and Education, Judge Albert Isley 
sitting in County Court at Chicago, on 
August 26 issued warrants charging two 
dental laboratories and seven individuals 
with violations of the Illinois Dental 
Practice Act. Arrests have been made in 
every instance and the cases continued 
to later dates. 

“Although the informations naming 
the dental laboratories refer only to 
violations of the Dental Practice Act, 
the Bureau is advised they specifically 
charge them with illegal advertising, as 
defined in Section 5 of the recently 
amended Act. This prohibits dental 
laboratories from advertising their wares 
or services to the public. Such advertis- 
ing, it is claimed, becomes a criminal 
violation of the Act, in view of a recent 
Supreme Court decision declining to en- 
join public officials from enforcing it. 

“The laboratories named and _ their 
respective addresses are A and P Dental 
Laboratories, Inc., with offices at 7 West 
Madison Street, 162014 W. 47th Street, 
and 7814 South Halsted Street, and 
Excel Dental Laboratories, Inc., located 
at 32 West Washington Street, 11351 
South Michigan Avenue, 4707 Irving 
Park Road, 6311 South Halsted Street, 
and 3068 Lincoln Avenue. 

“Henry Prindiville and Donald B. 
Alexander, charged in the A and P war- 
rant as having practiced dentistry with- 
out licenses, are said to have surrendered. 
Their cases have been continued to 
October 16. Alexander Young of the 
Excel Laboratories, also charged with 


practicing without a license, has been 
arrested and his case continued to Octo- 
ber 6. 

“Albert E. Winner and Anthony 
Peterson of the Gum Gripper Labora- 
tory, 127 North Dearborn Street, both 
charged with practicing without licenses 
and with illegal advertising, have also 
been arrested. Their cases have also been 
continued to October 6 and September 
29, respectively. 

“Others arrested were Otto Butz, 65 
West Randolph Street and Harry Frank- 
lin, 3335 Evergreen Avenue.”

body was deported for forced labor in 
Germany. In Holland in 1940 as in 
Poland in 1939, there were many arrests 
and deportations of students and profes- 
sors. .. . Condition of university life and 
standards on the continent is now little 
short of appalling. Over all the con- 
tinental universities hangs the pall of un- 
certainty and fear. In such surroundings 
scholarship withers and only through 
heroic struggle keeps itself alive. When 
the German Minister of Justice tells the 
Association of University Professors that 
the old ideal of objectivity was nonsense 
and that today the German university 
professor must ask himself one question : 
‘does my scientific work serve the welfare 
of National Socialism?’ he is voicing a 
doctrine which if broadly applied spells 
the end of Western scientific thought. 


The end of the day has come in which 
Claude Bernard could say: ‘I give small 
thought to where the truth will lead me, 
provided that I find it.’ . . . Even neutral 
countries are under pressure to permit a 
totalitarian interpretation in the teach- 
ing of such subjects as economics, politi- 
cal science and sociology.” 

Depressing statements these. Surely 
no one can give a fair estimate of the 
far reaching consequences of the present 
war in Europe, or can calculate its pro- 
found and widespread influence on the 
life and activity of every human in this 
generation and for several more to come. 

Only in an atmosphere of freedom can 
the lamp of science and learning be kept 
alight. In all the history of man knowl- 
edge has never flowered in a subject peo- 
ple. Only free men dare to think and 
only through free thought can the soul 
of the people be kept alive.
